OBSERVATIONS. 


Your Committee has made unusual effort to visit and ex- 
amine the schools of the town during the past year; and can re— 
port that they have been quite up to the average of country 
schools. There is however room for great improvement. 

Many of those offering their services as teachers have 
very inadequate notions as to what the qualifications of a teach- 
er should be. We need a higher standard. 

Another greater difficulty hes with parents and others 
outside of the school-room whose _ influence ought to be in favor 
of good order and efficient discipline in our schools; but who 
seem to take it for granted that if a teacher gets along easily, 
and the scholars like it, everything is all right. If any difficulty 
arise, it must be the teacher’s fault, for are not our children 
perfect? Now in a schoo! of forty pupils and one teacher there 
is every probability that once in forty-one times in case of troub- 
le the fault will be with the teacher. People average very much 
alike, and school-teachers share and share with the rest of us. 

But it is always safe to assume that one is innocent till 
proved guilty. <A little less haste in condemning, anda little 
more regard for justice would conduce very much to the welfare 
of our schools. 

One thing ought to be done by every parent. No Scholar 
should be sent to school except with the distinct understanding 
that the rules of the school are to be obeyed, and all the require 
ments of the teacher complied with even if somewhat unreason— 
able. It is time a peg were driven down at this corner. Let us 
preserve this old landmark. 

No. 14 is an instance of evil in this direction. No. 13 
suffered from irregularity of attendance. _— Both districts having 
excellent teachers. | 

An improvement is also needed in school-houses. No. 8. 
suffered during the first term of school this year from an attempt 
to put 65 or 70 pupils into a room suitable for 30. 

A new school-house quite large and commodious has 
been built in No. 9. Work has been begun upon one in No. 16, 
Arrangements have been made for building one in No. 3. Other 
districts ought to follow this example. 

An improvement is discernable in the supply and unifor- 
mity of school-books. It would be an advantage to our schools 
if dealers would keep and sell only such books as are legally au- 
thorized to be used in town.

MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS.

The damage to roads and bridges by the frequent heavy rains, dur- 
ing the past year, has required a larger expenditure for repairs than 
usual. Orders for this purpose have been drawn to the amount of 
$767 03. This sum covers the expense of two stone culverts in Dis- 
trict No. 3—three do. in No. 16, and two in District 17—also bridge 
at Artist Falls Brook, in District No. 14, and bridge over Page 
Brook, in District No. 4, and arch beams in Swift River Bridge. 


In addition to the above, stone work ‘has been done at Stoney 
Brook, in District No. 7, for bridge and to secure the banks from fur- 
ther washing, and for filling road washed away, at an expense of 
$951 00. | 


The expenses incured in defending the town in the Bailey case, in- 
cluding execution for costs, as per order of Court, on motion for 
review, amount in all to $491 21. An expression of the town at the 
annual meeting, in regard to receiving the case, is desirable. 
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By referring to the Treasurer’s report, it ‘will be seen that only 
$2500 00 of the town debt falls due, during the coming year—also, 
fiat the debt exclusive of the P. & O. Railroad Bonds due in 1891, 
is only $11,750 00, and we have available assets to the amount of 
$7,000 00, and have 12 years in which to pay the balance, and pre- 
pare for the railroad bonds, and in these times when the income of 
most of the tax-payers is limited, compared with former years, we 
believe they should be relieved from the burthen of taxation, so far as 
the interest of the town will possibly allow. | 

We thé&efore recommend the town to raise 


For town expenses, $3,000 00 
To discharge town debts, 2,000 00 
$5,000 00 


This will be $3,000 less than the appropriation of last year.
